Vincent Van Gogh sold his paintings 
for a pittance during his lifetime. Now* 
72 years after his death, the government 
of his native Holland has decided to de- 
vote an entire museum to his work and 
will bviy 150 paintings and 400 sketdies 
from the artists nephew. Dr. Vincent 
Willem Van Gogh, son of the painter's 
brother and benefactor, Theo. The col- 
lection, whicli will be brought together 
in Amsterdam, has been on loan to var- 
ious Dutch galleries and museums for 
more than 30 years, and includes, besides 
Van Gogb's work, letters from Vincent 
to Theo, and Theo's collection of 150 
French paintings.

Davies was celebrated for pictures of 
beautiful, boneless nymphs posturing 
rhythmically in idyllic landscapes. Tlien 
suddenly, in 1912, he descended from 
his comfoitable old ivory tower to pro- 
mote the most “modem” ait of his 


Burne-Jones and the prc-Raphaelitcs. . 

Davies himself never made it a.s a 
modem artist. His efforts at cubi.sm 
duced only a superficial applique of 
crosshatch cs on his famous Aplu'oditc.s, 
and he soon gave that up to return to his 
usual .sylvan hills and dales. He daliblcd 
in p.seudo-sdcnlific theories of art , and 
\vorkcd out an elaborate muni!:o jumbo 
which he called the “lift of inhalation”— 
he claimed that the c.xccllencc o> Greek 
art was attributable to the hcakhy gulps 
of frc.sh air that all Greek figures were 
supposedly shown inlialing. lie cveu^ re- 
touched himdrcds of his earlier paintings - 
to give them a chesty quality. Eventu- 
ally he witlidrcw from New York and 
went to Italy, where he died in 192S at 
the age of 66. 

Dc.spitc Davie.s' oddities (and conseiwa- 
tism), he was a logical choice lead the 
artists who put on the Armory Show— he 
liked cubism, he was .succcsslul, and^ he 
had the ear of such wealthy New. York

man, and Mrs. Cornelius J. Sullivan. 
Furthemiore, Davies was independent

They set up a special organization - for 
aosti'oying the HCUA and have used every 
method without success, but these wreckers 
are still at it.

HOOVER SMEARED 
J. Edgar Hoover, himself, could never 
give a detailed report such as Levine gave 
on ^ew York Radio Station WTBAI 99.3 FJI 
'on October 18 at 8 p.m. in a two and one- 
half hour attack. This smear had been 
submitted to news agencies and leading 
newspapers who refused it. However, it 
appeals this attack will be caiYied on by 


leftist orgaiuzafions. Indications are that 
this is a methodical plot to destroy the FBI 
or to drive J. Edgar Hoover out and replace 
him with Adam Yarmolinsky. (There have 
been strong rumors that Yarmolins^, now 
the behind-the-scene dh-ector of the Defense 
Department, is slated for Hoover’s position 
as head of the FBI.) God forbid! 

MORE SPIES? 

It is a mystery how Levine had tlie lime 
for any FBI work in view of the minute 
investigation he was making. It looks iin- 
possifale miless there are more communist 
spies inside the FBI who were collecting 
data and assembling tliis. 

Some of the main points Levine makes are 
that the FBI has fifteen himdrcd spies in 
the Commiuiist Party, and he is distuited 
because this is sucli a burden on the govern- 
ment that he tx’led to contact Kemiedy on 
this subject apparently to have these spies 
removed as they have the communiste jit— 
tery.' 

the .^^ lAOP is a commu^t; front and tote- 
grafion a part of the commmdst conspiracy^ 
He blasts tlie FBI as antl-semitic. He also 
stated the FBI was opposed to the liberals 
and the American Civil Liberties Union. He 
reported that a bui'eau official in speaking 
to them referred to a ‘^greasy shceney’* and 
also that one FBI agent stated in his pres- 
ence he was not going to shake hands with 
any lUgger. He desaibed the eight-hour

Paris, July 25, 1962 

The stage has been set for a socialist 
take-over in Western Europe, a take-over 
that could run like clockwork and within 
a matter of months confront us with the 
nucleus of a one-world, socialist govern- 
ment. British Labor’s obstinacy has given 
us a breathing spell, American Labor’s 
determination and the American public’s 
apathy may quite likely be the West's un- 
doing in tile end. The conditioning has been 
going on for months. We are hearing less 
and less about stopping communism, nothing 
about rolling it back. The new jingo is 
“peaceful social revolution.” Kennedy re- 
cently echoed it in Mexico, Harland Cleve- 
land in Europe, and Mennen Williams in 
Africa. 

It is that vague term, "peaceful social 
revolution,” tiiat America should bear in 
mind; for Europe’s Common Market, which 
started out as an. excellent thing, is grad- 


ually, behind our backs and as we are being 
pushed towards it, being given a new com- 
plexion. Behind the fine-sounding label of 
"an economic United Nations,” the Common 
Market, with Britain and us in it, is slated 
to become international free enterprise’s 
slaughtering pen. Recent developments will 
furnish an idea how far the program has 
gone. 

George Meany corralled European labor 
leaders in Paris the last week in June to 
put the finishing touches to another of those 
innumerable "holding companies” for labor' 
operation in the international political 
field that come in for no public scrutiny. 
This time it was the JOINT TRADE UNION 
ADVISORY COMMITTEE (JTUAC), formed 
to "advise” — lay down the law to, in lay- 
men’s Englisli— the ORGANIZATION FOR 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION AND DE- 
VELOPMENT (OECD). Mr. Meany told the 
boys that 25^ of AFL-CIO’s income goes 
for "overseas work,” a euphemism for labor- 
socialism’s political fight, in European 
countries. What right Mr. Meany or Ameri- 
can labor has to reach out of the domain 
of American labor and meddle in world 
affairs is something a rudely awakened 
public is someday going to have to ask. 

Meany’ s immediate objective abroad has 
never been concealed. He and Reuther want 
to establish wage scales identical with 
America’s, in all industries, in all countries. 
To do so on United Nations level is out of 


the question for the moment. Tlie field is too 
big, the voracious little nations too poor. 
A European Common Market, dominated 
by and mcluding Britain and America, offers 
the better solution. It is quicker, easier, and 
enough key Western nations would be in 
it to carry the rest by their own weight. 

There are nuances to the reasons for 
desiring an international labor gang-up that 
would impose American wage levels all over 
Western. Europe. For Meany and Reuther, 
it would force American industries that have 
fled abroad back into their clutches. They 
could never pay American wages in small 
countries with limited marine ts and exist. 

For European labor leaders the game is 
purely political. And the plan is infallible. 
Upping wage scales to American standards 
would set prices soaring and industries 
crumbling. It would ruin their countries 
economically, but the accompanying up- 
heaval would carry the labor leaders into 
power. And since they would count on re- 
maining in power forever, any price it costs 
the nation is not too high. 

Britain stalled the plot, by a hair's 
breadth, at the big international labor con- 
gress in West Berlin, the first week of 
July. Here is what happened. 

George Woodcock, of Britain’s TRADE 
UNION CONGRESS (TUG), faced a solid 
phalanx of European unions, reghnented and 
paid by AFL-CIO, but nominally commanded 
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field, Schevenels is the Belgian seca*etary- 
general of the INTERNATIONAL CON- 
FEDERATION OF FREE TRADE UNIONS, ’ 
which is manipulated largely by American 
labor’s Irving Brown. Brown was busy 
lobbying for the Common Market’s 5-point 
labor plan, Germany’s Willi Brandt, and 
AFL-aO’s proteges in Algeria. (Brown 
took the latter a $150,000 war-fund check" 
as violence against Europeans got under- 
way). 

The demand at which Britain balked was 
Schevenels’ insistence on the right of a 
central, supra-national labor oiganization to 
move laborers from one country to another 
and put them to work anywhere they wished 
within the Common Market and linguistic 
barriers would cease to exist 

It goes without saying that tiie workmen 
sprinkled through member countries would 
be exponents (agitators, would be a better 
word) of the political-social policies of the 
men doing the scattering. And since thj fi 
moving of workmen from one country to 
another would be constant, it goes without 
saying that a common wage level, (Ameri-; 
can scale!) w'ould be a prerequisite. German 
workers moved into some factory in Italy 
or France would have no intention of taking 
a loss. 

The Britishers balked. Whatever might be ‘ 
said of British labor leaders, they are first* 
and foremost Britishers. Woodcock and his 
delegation were all for uniting with the 
continental unions to create jobs'for unem- 
ployed workmen in their own countries. . 
Bringing them into Britain, with all the 
trouble-making possibilities the tactic entails, 
was another matter. The world is told that^ 
the only obstacle barring Britain’s adhesion” 
to the Common Market is the tiiorny proh-- 
lem of agricultural exports fi-om the Com- 
monwealth. It is not exactly true. The re- - 
prieve the Trade Union delegates gave US'" 
in West Berlin may be only temporary. The ‘ 
pressure being applied is terrific, with alL 
the ’weight" df^'American' leaderchip'^^binii' 
AFL-CIO’s warchest behind it. 

The most illuminating part of the whole ^ 
plot, for the ordinary American, should be 
its cynicism--the fact that Reuther, Meany,.- 
and the foreign labor leaders lining up \vith 
them cannot tielp but be aware of the misery 
that would accompany the upheavals their 
plan would make inevitable. Yet they are' 
determined to go through with it, under the 
label, “Peaceful social revolution,” to de- 
liver the escaped “refugees” back into the 
hands of Meany and Reuther and make 
Western Europe labor-socialist. 

This is not one of those chimeras of the 
lunatic fringe; it is happening, as George 
Woodcock found out last month. And only 
by doing sometliing about it is the American 
at home going to escape being dragged along ' 
with the landslide he himself is financing 
and by his silence approving.. In making the 
above statement, yow con'cspondent is not 
editorializing; he is passing on a plea that 
comes from the hearts of countless thinking 
western Europeans.

WHOSE STATUE DID YOU SAY?

I see by the paper's that the Government 
?has voted to honor Gen. George C. Marshall 
“with a statue somewhere in Washington. 
This is the man whose counsel so often lay 
athwart the best interests of the United

' Robert Sherwood notes that at Teheran

figure. This left Stalin .a free hand in

tVedemeyer says of afarshall that he was 
a man corrupted by power and homage and 
' ‘•‘thus Jho became an easy prey to crypto- 
^(Commtmists, or Commimist-synipafhizing 
sycophants, who played on his vanity to 
Taccomplish their own ends.” 

Gen. Wedemeyer was concerned chiefly 
with the Far East, In 1945, Chiaug Ivai- 
shek’s army; although even then beset by 
rEcd revolutionists, still occupied most of 
♦China. But by December 1949, Chiang had 
been driven out and China was in the hands

“In statecraft he was as 
pathetically Iiolplcss as a child. He was used. 
But the full story is yet to bo unfolded, 
vYet Marshall himself declared that when 
Chiang refused to yield to the demands of 
tlie Communists he — Marshall — disarmed 
Chiang’s government with a stroke of the 
pen.” 

Flynn is too easy on Marshall. “Pathe- 
tically helpless” indeed! — helpless in the 
face of Red advisers, perhaps, but firm and 
crusty with the advocates of a fi*ee world. 
Mai’shall could stand up to Sir Whistoii 
himself, “the old bulldog,” defending Stalin’s 
choice of location for a second front. And 
Marshall had his way. 

This “pathetically helpless” man fought 
with Chiang Kai-shek and “teld off Gen. 
Albert Wedemeyer \\hon tliat brash young 
' man presumed to point out that China 
would surely go Red if Chiang did as Mar- 
shall told him. 

When it looked as though MacArthur

Before tliey have filled every niche anti 
street- comer in Washington with marble 
horses and tlieir sometimes marble headed 
riders, let me recommend a really inspiring 
American for national recognition: the red- 
blooded, two-fisted Gen. George Patton, who 
expressed himself so cleai'ly and forcefully 
on the Communist menace and who, like 
many another with strong feelings on that 
subject, was not allowed many moi'e heart- 
beats with which to publish them.

FATHER CRONIN SPEAKS FOR 
lUMSELF

It is one of the unhappy' trends of our 
tense times that long conclusions are drawn 
from short assumptions. Straws in the wind 
suddenly loom up as haystacks; generaliza- 
tions unexpected blossom in parched and 
ill-sown fields. 

Such a pattern, we believe, is reflected 
in this w’eek’s furore involving Rev. John 
F. Cronin, S.S. Fr. Cronin is assistant di- 
rector of the Social Action Department, 
National Catholic Welfare Conference. He 
has authored a booklet entitled; Communism: 
Threat To Freedom. 

In a Washington news conference held 
last Thui’sday to announce publication of 
the booklet, Fr. Cronin took occasion to 
divulge some of its contents, and, in response 
to questions, made application of these con- 
tents to existing movements in the United 
States. 

The contents of Fr, Cronin’s booklet, 
as well as his application of them, represent 
his personal views on the nature of the 
Communist threat and on the nature of 
methods of combatting that threat. Being his 
personal views, he has a right to express 
them. 

There are others of equal authority and 
repute who disagree with these views. This 
certainly is their right, also. Provided that

both sides avoid the use of opprobrious 
labels, such is a healthy condition of in- 
tellectual ferment among free men. 

However, such healthy debate becomes 
unhealthily weighted when an individual’s 
viewpoint becomes clothed with an author- 
ity not his o^vn. Unfortunately, this seems 
to have occurred in this particulai: case. 

Newspaper reports on Fi\ Cronin’s re- 
marks at his news conference gave the 
impression that he was speaking with the 
authority of the Catholic Bishops of this 
Coimtry. This is a very long conclusion 
indeed, one of those generalizations which, 
as we mentioned, have a tendency to blossom 
in an ill-sowm field. 

The Catholic Bishops *of the United States, 
speaking as a body,^ traditionally set forth 
their views on cuiTent issues in a lengthy 
statement issued at tlieir annual meeting 
each November. This statement bears the 
signatures of the members of the Adniinis- 
ti'ative Board of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference. Fr. Cronin’s booklet does 
not bear these signatures.

Dear Dr, Caldwell: 

Recently I had the opportunity to read your 
circular letter dated June 20, 1949, wherein you 
appeal for donations to support the work of the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews. 
Holding you in high regard as I do, I was 
greatly disappointed to see your good name, as 
well as your high position, used to promote an 
undertaking that cannot succeed unless the Jews 
themselves change their age-old methods and 
come with clean hands into conference with 
Christians. 

It is not a question of giving the Jews free- 
dom in the exercise of their religion. Right- 
fully, they enjoy that now. But it fs their traits 
as a race that have made them outcasts through- 
out all history. The problem comes down to us 
today unchanged. Their activities have resulted 
in their being driven out of every country 
wherein they have been domiciled, and Amer- 
ica will be no exception unless the Jews them- 
’selves succeed in their plan to control Amer- 
ica completely. 

The most important problem before us today, 
locally, nationally and internationally, is how

to save the world from Jewish treachery. There 
can be no lasting peace until that problem 
is solved. 

Christ pointed out their shortcomings and 
their sins, and as a result, all their power was 
directed against Him. They are crucifying Him 
at every turn in the road today, while they still 
use their combined money and influence to 
smear and destroy anyone who dares to expose 
their real character and objectives. "Release 
unto us Barabbas — crucify Him" is still their 
slogan. 

But let us confine ourselves to those events 
regarding tlie Jew that have occurred in your 
lifetime and mine. Just what Jews do you ask 
us to tolerate today? Do you include that pack 
of Jews living generally in New York City 
while they concocted their plans -for the Rus- 
sian Revolution and for the establishment of 
the bloody rule of Bolshevism throughout the- 
w^rld? They were;., financed, in part at least, 
by a New York Jewish banker. While the 
government of the Czars may have been unjust 
in dealing with the Russian Je^vs, when the 
Bolsheviks took over they liquidated some 
thirty million Christians in tlie years that fol- 
lowed their rise to power. The actual condi- 
tions existing at the time were well expressed 
by the Netherlands’ Minister at Petrograd, in a 
communication received by Mr. Balfour Sep- 
tember 18, 1918, from -which I quote briefly: 
"I consider that the immediate suppression of 
Bolshevism is the greatest issue now before the 
world, not even excluding the war, which is 
still raging, and unless, as stated above, Bol- 
shevism is nipped in the bud immediately, it is 
bound to spread in one* form or another, over 
Europe and the whole world, as it is organized 
and worked by Jews who have no nationality 
and whose object is to destroy, for their own 
ends, the existing order of things." That 
prophecy stands today 100 percent correct. 

Certainly you are familiar with the bloody 
government of Bela Kun in Hungary — all 
Jew controlled. Today, we are having trouble 
with a similar government in Hungary. The 
only reason we do not have such a government 
in the U.S.A. is just because the Jews, as yet, 
do not have the power to install it. One of 
Stalin’s representatives in' the Balkans is the 
Jewess Ana Pauker, Foreig» Minister of 
Romania. She reached her present position 
after being trained in Russia, and after mur- 
dering those who stood in her way, including 
one of her own benefactors. There are many 
sudi Jews right here in the United States — 
Jews and Jewesses who have their assignments 
in the expected revolution. All this is exempli- 
fied by a concrete statement made by an old- 
time Jewish lawyer of New York City, who 
summed up the situation in these words: "We 
Jews are always the same. We squawk to high 
heaven when we think we arc being persecuted, 
but we are the tyrants of the world when 
we rule.” 


Again I ask you, Dr. Caldwell, who are these 
Jews you ask Giristians to tolerate? Your 
choice of the word "intolerance” is good, for 
one tolerates conditions or* individuals that are 
low or very objectionable for one reas9n or 
another. Would you have us tolerate those 
Jewish spies who are so active throughout our 
country, some of whom are now being tried?. 
Do you ask us to tolerate those Jews who are 
well-known leaders in the Communist Party, 
where they so often use so<alled Christians as 
their stooges or Gentile front? In a detailed 
analysis of the Communist Party in one of our 
large cities, the report showed that well over 
90 percent were Jews, and where a non-Jew 
appeared prominently, he or she was generally 
a front to cover the real actors. One Jcv/css 
proclaimed very loudly in the press several 
years ago, that all the thousands of Jews in the 
large city where she had lived for years, were 
communists; that if any were not, they v/ere 
traitors to their great leader Karl Marx. No 
one contradicted her. 

It has been reliably reported that over 75 per- 
cent of the evidence on file in the records of 
the' Committee on un-American activities, is 
against Jews. Do you realize that in the crime 
records of the United States the Jews ate con- 
spicuous as leaders? If you will investigate 
communism, the liquor traffic, the white slave 
traffic, the dope traffic, the black market, you 
will run head-on into a pack of Jews. While 
non-Jews may be encountered, they are in the 
great minority. Add to this the vile publica- 
tions sponsored so largely by Jews — publica- 
tions which they distribute and sell broadcast 
to the youth oi the land. 

What will be the end of all this? Anti- 
Semitism is increasing by leaps and bounds 
throughout America and over the world. By 
their actions the Jews are fanning the flames. 

If the Jews do not mend their ways, punish- 
ment will be meted out to them surpassing in 
.severity anything yet recorded in history. 

You xould*pcrf orm a ^reat scrviccrDrr Cald — 
well, if you could make the Jews realize the 
seriousness of their present situation, inducing 
them in the interest of peace at home and 
abroad, to abandon their un-American, world- 
wide plans. The Jewish race might then be. 
respected and saved to render great service in 
a long suffering world.

She’s A Woman, 60, 

• But.^W14efy Feared

BERLIN, Oct. 20— Her name is Hilde 
Benjamin, and her title is Minister of Justice 
for East Germany. To the (Germans, how- 
ever, she is "The Red ‘Guillotine” — and well 
the most feared executioner in any of the 
Communist satellite countries. 

Frau Benjamin, how 60, earned her 
odious nickname in November, 1950, when 
in the period of one week, she guillotined 
41 persons, two of them pregnant women, 
who had tried to sneak into West Germany. 
Since then the blood-^stained witch (another 
friendly appellation - she’s known by) has 
chopped the heads off more than a thousand 
people to show her Moscow bosses she 
knows how to carry out the law. 

The Ministry of Justice keeps the official 
government blade in the cellar of the 
menacing greystone. People’s Court Building 
on Rathaustrasse. According to East Ger- 
man law, all decapitations must-be super- 
vised by the Minister herself. Moments 
before she nods for the heavy ax to he 
released, Frau Bei^amin usu^y engages 
the condemned in quiet conversation.

Edward Mishkin has a, long, reco^, ot 
arrests for dealing in pornography- Recmly 
the- district attorney said he wocdd^r^ive, 
a maximum sentence of 159- years 
totaling $496,500 if convicted on alJ;;^^ounte 
charged. The first witness was‘ Lrip^r 
Roy E. Blick, for 19 years hkPpf^’the 
Washington Police vice squad. He^saiditlmt 
teen-aged girls in ever-increEaing-mhpKrs , 
were used as models in acts of pen'cr^ii:; 
for pornographic pictures. In one; insure 
he found a 3i;& year old chLd ;us^i^,af 
model for nude pictures. 
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“Pornography is more ’dangerous than 
narcotics,” said Blick. He told of a' raid he 
led on a Washinpd:on dance studio, w)iere 
they found 197 boys 11 years old and up, 
waiting to see an obscene movie. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer reports the big 
sale of a filth magazine “Adam,” a bimonth- 
ly selling for 50^ an issue. The magazine 
started in Los Angeles with' a 6,000 order 
and was quickly sold out. The same hap- 
pened to the second issue. The third was 
increased to 16,000. This too was sold out 
in a matter of days and a reorder for 
additional thousands was made. This reorder 
had just arrived \yhen the. county detective. 


In Philadelphia a campaign was started, 
by Mrs. Walter A. Craig, Chairman of' the 
Philadelphia Womens Committee. She stated 
that pupils subject to the influence of such 
filth magazines lost interest in class work 
and their desire for learning. Mrs. Craig^ 
said school'teachers had reported 'this to her. 

The blue ribbon distributor of filth is 
Ralph Ginzburg, whose publications use the 
best slick paper and high-cla^ photographs. 
A federal grand jury has just returned thre& 
indictments against him involving “Docu- 
mentary Books, Liaison News Letter” and 
“Eros.” Last December he was indicted on 
19‘ counts of mailing obscene advertising. 
“Eros,” issued quarterly through the year,, 
sells for $10 an issue. 

If your child picks up an easily obtainable 
50^ smut book, or other pornographic ma- 
terial, this may well be the start of his moral 
and physical destruction. This activity to 
demoralize our youth is part of the overall 
plot to corrupt and control us. Don’t be 
afraid of this subject Wade into it; and 
let’s knock it out!
